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St. Mary’s. Holly Place. In 1816, St. Mary’s (with the 
parsonage adjoining) was built to accommodate the French 
Roman Catholic Refugees (numbering about 200) then 
living in Hampstead The founder was the Abb£ Morel. 
He was born in Normandy in 1766, fled from his country 
on account of political and religious troubles, landed on 
the coast of Sussex, and finally settled in Hampstead in 
7795, and ministered to his people for 56 years. He died 
in 1852. 
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St. Mary’s, Holly Place. In 1816 St. Mary’s 
(with the parsonage adjoining) was built to ac¬ 
commodate the French Roman Catholic Refugees 
(numbering about 200) then living in Hampstead. 
The founder was the Abbe Morel. He was born 
in Normandy in 1766, fled from his country on 
account of political and religious troubles, landed 
on the coast of Sussex, and finally settled in 
Hampstead in 1795, and ministered to his people 
for 56 years.
